New Wage Agreement Signed 


HE Federation of Telephone Workers 
of B. C., representing some 4000 em- 


ployees of B. C. Telephone Co. and 
associated companies, have signed a new 


agreement with the Company providing for a 
general increase in wages plus a five-day week 
for traffic operators. 

Announcement of the signing of the agrec- 
ment was made on July 11. 

The revised wage schedules, retroactive to 
June 1, 1950, amount to approximately 8 
per cent for plant employees; 9 per cent for 
clerical workers, and 5 per cent for members 
of the traffic division, in addition to the five- 
day week for traffic operators to be effective 
October 22, 1950. 

The 5 per cent plus a five-day week for 
traffic employees are equivalent to a 15 per 
cent wage increase for that division. 

The new contract will add approximately 
$1,000,000 annually to the Company's p 
rolls. 

Wage progression periods for clerical and 








plant employees were reduced, and other 
minor ssions in working conditions 
granted.

Terms of the new agreement were an- 
nounced in a joint company and union state- 
ment following votes taken by the three 
employee divisions, which concluded recent 
negotiations on a new contract. 








The wage increases provided for in the 
new agreement exceed by over $500,000 the 
5 per cent raise promised by the Company in 
June, 1949, when it made application for a 
new rate schedule, providing a satisfactory 
decision was handed down by the Board of 
Transport Commissioners. The Company 
previously awarded a 5 per cent increase 
effective January 1, 1949, apart from that 
dependent on the success of the rate appli- 
vation, 

The contract runs two 
June 1, 1950, with a proviso for wage re- 
visions only, after 12 months.
